But Canada 
herself consumes 


no more than 13,000,000 bushels an- 
nually, and even optimists do not 
expect she will he able to export 
more than 200,000,000 bushels.

Even the problem of storing 


such a. gigantic surplus is a head- 
ache, for the country's total ele- 
vator capacity li only 420,000,000 
bushels.

CAUSE OF WORLD DISASTER* 


Break-Down of Human Factor the Real Root 


of Present Catastrophe—Some Revelations 
of the War—Bible's Prescription For Fat 
And Sturdy Spirits. 


BY WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


Day by day there is slowly leak- 


ing out from Europe the news of 
the real cause of the collapse of 
some of the fallen nations. Simple, 
sheer, sordid love of money led 
sabateurs, and even statesmen, to 
betray the cause of their coun- 
tries. In some instances it was 
for cash in hand—blood money as 
truly as the thirty pieces of sil- 
ver received byJudas. In other cns- 
es It was devotion to the special 
classes. Thus the love of money 
corroded the souls of men who 
should have been 
patriots 
and 
leaders. 


This same deadly spirit of cov- 


ctousness was characterized 
the 


progress of revolutionized Russia 
and Germany. 
While the com- 


mon people boar unusual bur- 
dens of poverty, the high party 
leaders live in a luxury outrival- 
llng that of the aristocrats of the 
old era. 


In a word, one ultimate acid test 


by which men should stand or fall 
IB the money test. A person's atti- 
tude toward money determines his 
real attitude toward 
his 
fellow 


men. and toward life In general, 
and toward God. 


A Grim Look Aliead. 


Grim current events support the 


moralists In counselling a revised 
attitude 
toward 
wealth. 
Each 


day's dispatches from Europe re- 
port the spoliation of more and 
more moneyed men The 
exper- 


iences of the Russian revolution 
arc being repeated. 
Yesterday's 


millionaires are being made pen- 
niless paupers. 
The old founda- 


tions of financial security, which 
once seemed ,«o sure, are being 
swept away. 
Entire nations are 


being impoverished. The spectre 
of famine looms large on the east- 
ern horizon. Where expropriation 
of property is not at work, confis- 
catory taxation Is. 
The "haves" 


are rapidly becoming the 'have 
nots." 


All of this Is at the moment 


simply Incredible to us of North 
America. That the Vorld war, or 
the revolution which will probably 
follow It, may strip these pros- 
perous peoples of their possess- 
slons Is beyond our power to vis- 
ualize. 
Yet I saw it happen In 


eastern Europe and Asia. And my 
counsel to friends has been to 
forsee a manner of life for them- 
selves freed from dependence up- 
on money; a life of simplicity; on 
on a subsistence basis, and ori- 
entated 
toward 
helpfullness 
In 
whatever emergencies arise, I have 
seen men and women riso to the 
heights of their possibilities when 
deprived 
of 
all 
their 
earthly 


goods. Drastically, t h e y were 
emancipated from the domination 
of money, and their latent spiri- 
tual powers had opportunity for 
expression. 
Surely, It Is simple 


prudence, whilg there Is yet time 
to break the shackles of money 
from our spirits.

Changes in rulers and forms of 


government have been rapid dur- 
ing recent months; but a greater 
and more fundamental change is 
that which millions have had to 
face In the sovereignty over their 
own spirits.

WASHINGTON —The members 


of a legion of young American 
men will soon pop up out of the 
fish bowl—the fish 
bowl 
that's 


been In Independence Hall ever 
since the World war draft, or a 
bowl just 
like it. 
First, about 10,000 capsules will 


be poured within its wide brim. 
The capsules will be like the ones 
your druggist uses for powdered 
medicine, but deep blue so nobody 
may see the number on a slip 
of paper Inside each. 


Here 
in 
Washington 
they'll 


mount the glass bowl on a table 
and stir the 
capsules 
with 
a 


wooden spoon. Lights will snap 
on, cameras will grind and no- 
tables will step (forward to pick 
out the first capsules. Later the 
generals will finish the long job. 


Behind this business of pulling 
capsules out of a bowl is nearly 
*. quarter of a century of experi- 
ence and planning, 


Planned for 20 Yean 
Back In 1920, Congress ordered 


the Army and Navy to plan for 
future military emergencies. Six 
years later the Joint Army and 
Navy selective service committee 
•went to work. After 1936 the 
committee called in 30-odd civilian 
' experts, most of them graduates 
of the World wnr draft system. 


The result of the joint effort: 


The 1940 draft. The committee 
expects It to be simple, smooth 
working and, above all, fair and 
democratic. Basically, it is

World war draft system all over 
again, but streamlined. 


The minute the conscription law 


passed, printing orders for 500,- 
000,000 
forms—booklets, 
cards, 


blanks, questionnaires, in fact, all 
the paraphernalia of the draft— 
were ready to shoot out. 
The signal for distribution was 


'the President's proclamation for 
registration. 


Six thousand, five hundred local 


draft boards of about three men 
each are the heart of the selective 
•ervlce system.

appoints these men with the ad- 
Vice of the governors.
